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The ever increasing demand for land, under the various sec- 
tions of our Land Act, has strained to the limit the capacity of 
every employee of the Survey and Land Offices, and still we have 
people waiting for land, and are several months behind our 
"orders." 

It is now up to the people of this Territory to decide, through 
the action or lack of action of the coming session of Territorial 
Legislature, whether we are to continue to struggle along under 
insufficient appropriations, thereby delaying and discouraging all 
concerned and actually increasing the cost of administration, or 
whether we are to have enlarged opportunities with a liberal 
appropriation to work on.  ' 

It is respectfully submitted, for the consideration of all con- 
cerned, that every dollar expended by the Land and Survey of- 
fices is expended for the development of the Territory of Hawaii 
and its resources, and every act of development means an increase 
of values, and increase of resources, and therefore an increase of 
prosperity. Another matter which should not be overlooked is 
the fact that for every dollar expended by these two offices, 
itis shown that they have deposited in the Treasury over four 
dollars; and this does not include any sum deposited as results 
of sales of lands. 

The Commissioner of Lands has been severely criticised during 
the past two years for various acts or failures to act, among 
which the following may be mentioned: 


FIRST :—Declining to open cane land in 100 acre lots, but 
offering said lands in 20 and 30 acre lots. As the lands will pro- 
duce a gross return of $150 to $200 per acre, per annum, one 
third of which should be the net return, the Commissioner has 
the honor of believing as does The President, and the Honorables 
W. A. Richards, F.-H. Newell and Gifford Pinchot, U. S. Public 
Land Commissioners, that “No arbitrary rule should be followed, 
but in each case the area of the homestead should be determined 
by the acreage which may be necessary to support a family upon 


the land." 


SECOND :—Attempting to induce 135 families of Russians 
to come here (at private expense) and settle upon the lands. The 
attempt failed, although the administration used every lawiul 
cffort in its support. The failure has been ascribed in various 
causes, but could an efficient adininistration of public lands have 


taken any other course? 
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THIRD :—For selling at Public Auction to the highest bidder 
two tracts of land of less than rooo acres each. As both of these 
tracts were made up of scattered remnants of Agricultural and 
Waste lands which would only produce when irrigated by pumped 
water, and as, of the total area sold, less than one half would 
produce even with irrigation, and as both tracts were broken 
by many patches of private lands, this was considered to be the 
best and wisest disposition that could be made of said lands. 


FOURTH :—For recommending that the Government interests 
in the Island of Lanai be exchanged for other land or lands, 
of equal value, and required for immediate public use. The Gov- 
ernment interests in Lanai consists of about 48,000 acres of land, 
in seven sections, some of the sections running from sea to sea 
across the mountain and Island. All these are interlaced and in- 
terlocked with the private lands of the Island in such manner 
as to render it simply a business proposition that the Government 
should acquire ownership of the private interests or dispose of 
its own interest. Of the total area of the Island less than ten 
per cent can be classed as "Second Class Agricultural Land," 
the balance being “Second Class Pastoral” and “Waste.” Oi 
the Government interests about one eighth (14) is “Second Class 
Agricultural” and the balance “Second Class Pastoral” and 
“Waste,” producing a rental of $1600 per annum and liable, owing 
to deterioration, to constantly diminishing returns. The condi- 
tion of the Government finances prohibit any plan of purchase bv 
Government of the private interests on Lanai, and would also 
appear to show how hopeless it would be to expect to obtain appro- 
priations through the Legislature for the purchase of private lands 
actually needed at thís time for "Educational and other public 
purposes." The Resolution of Annexation provices that all rev- 
enues from or proceeds of the same, (public lands) shall be 
used solely for educational and other pub:ic purposes. Then why 
not use the lands directly for said purposes? 


FIFTH :—The cancellation of holdings of fake homesteaders 
and those who have attempted to obtain patents without complying 
with covenants of their agreements has brought forth the usual 
roar from such people and the speculators who are supporting 
them. 


There have been many attempts to influence the officers of the 
land offices by threats of inducing the Legislature to cut salaries 
and appropriations and otherwise harass said men, but I know of 
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no case in which said threats have had the desired effect and be- 
lieve that notwithstanding such threats, the work has been car- 
ried on without fear or favor.
